CALGARY TAX CERTIFICATE 
PROPOSAL IS EXPLAINED 


Commissioner Samis, Father of the Scheme, Points Out Its Advan. | 
tages—Nothing Like Treasury Note Loan—OCertificates As a! 
Gilt-edge Investment—City Under No Obligation 


Commissioner A, J, Samis, of Cal- 
fary, Who ts one of the deputation 
from that city, which appeared before

period, the certificates are not re- 
ceemoed, the title of the property 
busses to the holder of the certificate. 
The original owner of the property 
must pay at least one year’s interest 
to the certificate holder, no matter 
how soon he redeems it. Certificate 


holders become responsible for all fu- 
ture taxes and are, in their turn, li- 
able to lose the property if they fail 
to pay those taxes, 

Some Misapprehension.

“The financial polley, generally, has 
been lamentably weak, because they 
do not seem to have realized their 
rights and powers. Taxes go ahead 
of all other mortgages and claims. 
Instead of assuming the weak, vacil- 
ating attitude of first furiously de- 
manding payment from owners who 
have no money and then hysterically 
running off to New York or elsewhere 
and borrowing it at high rates of in- 
terest, the cities should go to their 
own citizens who have money and get 
them to pay their neighbors’ arrears 
and secure themselves by first mort- 
gages in the form of tax certificates 
on the very properties in arrears. 

Would Solve Problem, 

“A continuous, automatic sale of cer- 
tificaites conducted at the city hall by 
the city treasurer, under the direction 
of the city solicitor, is the most ef- 
fective and economical method of deal- 
ing with this large, diffleult problem 
in a wholesale way.

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Enlistments in Canadian forces 
for oversea service to the end of 
last month totalled 399,434. The 
assistant Adjutant General of the 
Militia Department says fifty 
thousand enlisted men were re- 
jected as medically unfit before 
going overseas. Hlow many had 
been rejected after going oversea 
he could not say, as many of the 


rejects were émployed in Eng- 
land, but ten thousand had re- 
turned. If those weeded out in 


England were twice the number 
who have already returned, — thie 
total rejects would number seven- 
ty thousand, Deducting these, the 
enlistments of men fit for service 
at the front are redueed to 330,- 
000, .adopting round numbers. 
That leaves a shortage of one 
hundred -and-~seventy ‘thousand 
men to make up the half million 


the Government promised to sup- | 


ply. This was the figure arrived 
at by a computation in Parliament 
more than a month ago, on the 
basis of recruiting figures up to 
that time, Seemingly the situa- 
tion has not materially changed in 
the interval. 


In his addresses here the Diree- 
tor of. National Service laid 
emphasis upon the desirability 
that the farmers of the province 
shall grow as large crops this vear 
as they can.

If 
an army of United States laborers 
come to Canada for the farming 
season they will earry back in the 
fall hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, which will go to enliven the 
trade of the United States and be 
lost permanently to the Dominion ;

| Opens Winter Fair in Brandon 


| Governor-General, Speaking as a Farmer to Farmers, Praises Men of 
West For Part Taken in ang «= of food Now Most Im- 
rtant Problem Empire Has to Solve—In Future Bonds of 

i mpire Will be Drawn Closer as Result of Canada's Part in War

Brandon, March 7—Speaking as a 


farmer to farmers and with a real ap- 


preciation of the part the farmer must 
play in bringing the empire through 
its ordeal, the Duke of Devonshire, 
Governor-General of Canada, opened 
the big winter fair here yesterday af- 
ternoon. Inoreased production of 
foodstuffs was perhaps the most es- 
sential problem before the enpfre, the 
governor-general decimred.' He felt 
that western Canada would play an 
important part in meeting the emerg- 
éney, He gave unlimited credit to the 
farmers of the west for what they 
had done and was sure that they 
would preserve until the empire was 
aciin victoriously at peace. 

Always Interested. 

“LT have been interested in agricul- 
ture through all my life. It has been 
f great interest with me. The pro- 
ducing problem is one of great im- 
portance for all of us just now,” said 
his excellency. 

The governdér-general went on to 
say that the empire was now in a 
state of unprecedented upheaval and 
that the supply of food was not only 
important but perhaps the most im- 


portant problem which the empire had 
to solve. 

In the old country, the governor- 
general said, there had been many 
changes in the methods of agriculture 
since the war. The changes had been 
made with the sole object of increas- 
ing the food supply. The people of 
Britain had not realized before what 
a tremendous menace was hanging 
over the empire. 

United Empire. 

His excellentcy went on to declare 
that whatever combinations or allian- 
ces theve may be in the future the 
British empire would be more closely 
united and every component part 
would be equipped and ready to do its 
share in maintaining the common in- 
tegrity. He was sure Manitoba and 
the west, whieh had already done so 
much for the empire, would always do 
their part. The good work which had 
been accomplished would only be an 
incentive for better work in the fu- 
ture,

ing in Winnipeg owing to a slight in- 
disposition.

FROM SAILING 


German Blockade Has Stopped 53 
Steamers From Leaving 
New York 


New York, March 6—-The Associ- 
ated Press tonight carried the follow- 
ing dispatch from New York: 

“As a direct result of the German 
blockade decree of Jan. 31, which 
also closed to neutral shipping the 
Lritish ports of Kirkwall and Fal- 
mouth, 53 steamers of Americ 
Swedish, Danish, Dutch and Norwe 
rian register have been prevyentel 
from sailing from the port of New 
York, According to figures compiled 
here today by shiping authorities these 
ships, had they sailed as scheduled, 
would have taken from this port up- 
proximately 296,000 tons of cargo. 
Fourteen of the vessels would have 
carried passengers and United States 
mails, 

“The heaviest sufferer has been Hol- 
land. Agents here of lines flying the 
Dutch flag reported today that 25 yves- 
sels which would have sailed under 
conditions prevailing prior to Febru 
ary 1 are tied up at their docks, Ten 
freight ships of neutral nations class- 
ed as tramps also are held here nwnait- 
ing orders to sail. 

American Lines Tied Up. 

“The American Jine, Which now has 
its entire Meet of six passengers ships 
in port, has missed eight sailing dates 
and all passenger traffie to Euftope 
other than that carried by vessels of 
the entente allies and Spain has been 
suspended ,the same conditions  pre- 
vailing for westbound passenger traf- 
lice. 

“The number of ships of the entente 
allies departing from New York dur- 
ing the period from Feb. 1 to March 
& is shown by port records to be 20 


ships less than sailed between Decem- 
ber 29 and Jan, 31.”
